He ſaith not, unto Seeds as of many, but as 0 
one; and to thy Seed, which # Chriſt. For as it 
is manifeſt, that thoſe Promiſes were made to 
Abraham ; 1 ſay, they were :-made to Abra- 
bam, and to bu Seed, in the dire Delign and 
Intendment of them: $o it is as Evident as tof + 

what concerns his Seed, that thoſe Gof 
Promiſes can be underſtood, ( as the Apottle 
ſpeaks, ) in no other ſenſe but as of ove : For

1.20 And from 
Ot4dJhim alone are they to be communicated to 
thaall his Members, 7/49. 6,8, 9. Fohn 1. 16.

And in this reſpe&t, it is yet further Ob- 
ny ſervable, that as God Promiſeth Abraham, 
34 Gen.22.18. that in his Seed ſhould all rhe Na- 
tions of the Earth be Bleſſed ; plainly ſpeak- 
I ing of Chriſt the Promiſed Seed : So in the 
Words juſt before, he was expreſsly told, 
4nd thy Seed ſhall poſſeſs the pate of his Enemies. 
Not their Enemies, but his Enemies : expreſs- 
ly in the Singular : Whereas the Promiſes, 
Gen. 17. 7, 8. areall expreſsly in the Plural 
Number. So that as the Apoſtle might juſt- 
ly ſay in reference to this Goſpel Covenant, 
that to Abraham and his Seed were the Pro- 
miſes made, not a Single Promiſe only, but 
the Promiſes : $o it is as Evident, that the 
Seed there ſpoken of, can be underſtood of 
none other than of Chriſt himſelf alone, to 
whom the Promiſes were made. And ac- 
cordingly the Apoſtle having ſpoken as he 
doth, Gal. 3 16. to give a convincing Evi- 
dence, that by the Seed he there ſpeaks of, he 
intended Chriſt Perſonal, and not __

c as ſome have dreamed, ) he doth ſufficient- 
y explain his meaning in this reſpe&, Yerſ.19, 

where he tells us, That the Law was added be- 
cauſe of - Tranſpreſſions, till the Seed ſhould come to 
whons the Promiſe was made; where it is Ob- 
ſervable, that the Law, (that is, the Moſaical 
Adminiſtration, ) is ſaid to have been betore 
the Seed was come, and was to have its 


Period then. Now if by the Seed, Chriſt beJi 


not to be underſtood Perſonally, but Myſti- 
cally, for the Viſible, or Inviſible Church, 
(take which you will, ) then the Law could 
not. have been before the Seed : For God had 
his Church in the World from the beginning, 
and more eſpecially in Abrabam's Family 400 
Years at leaſt, before the Law was given by 
Moſes, of which Chriſt was the Head, and 
they his Myſtical Body. And fo by this In- 
terprezation, the Seed ſhould have been before 
the Law, contrary to the Apoſtle, who makes 


' - the Law to have been before the Seed, and to. 


have its Period when the Seed to whom the 
Promiſe was made was come. From all 
which it evidently appears, that the-Apoltle, 


Gal. 3. 16. could not poffibly deſign, or in-Þ

neceſſity refer to the Promiſes of the fore- |

And thus having cleared theſe Two Points :

7. but to that 
Evangelical Covenant betore infilted on. Se- 
condly, T har there are ſeycral other Promifſ- 
es made to Abraham and his Seed , belides 
thoſe mentioned. Gen, 17. 7. Which are Ex- 
preſt in thoſe Terms, and run-in that Te- 
nour, To thee, and to thy Seed ; where, by 
Seed, Chriſt himſelf is to be underſtood, from

Whereas the Promiſes, Gen. 17. 7. are plain- 
ly made unto Abrabam and his Natural Poſte- 
rity only.
